No. F2 ( 20 ) / 64 - Home. Whereas the upstream lane for road 
traffic of the Rail - cum -Road Jamuna Bridge will be closed 
for road repairs from 15th May , 1964 to 30th June , 1964 , 
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by the Northern Railway authorities, all traffic on this lane 
will be closed ; 

And whereas, because of the closure of the above men 
tioned lane, there will be heavy rush of traffic in the down 
stream lane of this bridge and the plying of bullock - carts, 
hand- carts and the driving of cattles on the down - stream 
lane of this bridge will cause congestion endangering public 
safety and causing inconvenience ; 

And whereas it is necessary to ensure the safety of the 
public using this road ; 


Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred upon 
me u / s 33 of the Bombay Police Act , as extended to the
